ONLY 7 P. ©. INTEREST 

Certain privileges, rights, and 
limitations are set forth in the 
Bank Act for the purpose of regu- 
ating the business of banks. One 
of these is in respect of interest 
charges, 


Whapter 12, Section 91, of the 
Bank Act redis as follows: 
“The bank may stipulate for, 


take, reserve or exact any rate of 
interest or discount not exceeding 
seven per cent per annum and 
may receive and take in advance 
any such rate, but no higher rate 
of interest shall be recoverable by 
the bank.”’ 


As far as the Bassano branch of 
the Royal Bank of Canada igs con 
cerned, this section of the Bank 
appears to be disregarded, for the 


bank here has been charging in 
terest at the rate of & per cent per 
annum. 

Now, why should the bank charge 


8 per cent interest when the Bank 
Act clearly states that the interest 
rate shall not exceed 7 per cent? 
When a customer applies for a 
loan he probably is badly in need 
of money and willing to pay what 
ever interest rate the bank asks 
Section 91 of Chapter 12 in the 
Bank Act ees interest charges at 


2 maximum of 7 per cent is designed 
to prevent ae bank taking unfair 
advantage of a customer by charg- 
ing a interest rate. The 
bank, is actually exceeding 
the interest rate allowed in the act, 
and the customer to pay it 
whether he likes it or not. 

Of what use is a bank act if the 
banks disregard it? It would seem 
that a banking commission is need- 
ed to see that the banks carry on 
business according to the regula- 
tions set forth in the Bank Act.

Baker, minister of education, that 
Alberta’s three normal schools 
would all be operated again for an- 
other term comes somewhat as a 
surprise at a time when the pro- 
vincial government is expected to 
adopt measures of strict economy in 
all departments.

LONDON, Aug. 15—That  Presi- 
dent Hoover's declaration on war 
debts and tariffs is “aimed directly 
at the Ottawa conference” is the 
opinion held in Ottawa, according 
to the Manchester Guardian’s 
special correspondent there. Edi- 
torially, the newspaper says’ the 
United States president is making a 
barely concealed threat that if the 
United States igs injured, ‘‘she will 
bite in another place.’’ 

Indeed, it igs a good job for Hoover 
that his chances of re-election do 
not depend on British opinion of the 
economic theories he voiced in his} 
keynote speech. The newspapers of 
every shade of opinion here con- 
demn the attitude he outlined, and 
while recognizing that the speech 
was part of a domestic political 
campaign, they are unanimous that 
his economics are thoroughly bad 
and his attitude to world trade sel- 
fish and impractical. 


KOOD COST IN CANADA 


ON LOWER LEVEL 


OTTAWA, Aug. 15—Cost of food 
today over the store counter is con- 
siderably less than half what it was 
in 1921, and has shown a marked 
decline since 1929, a report issued 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics shows. 

The index numbers of the Do- 
minion bureau of the retail prices 
of food eleven years ago stood at 
141.1; in 1929 it was 101, slightly 
over the base of 100 in 1926, and in 
July this year it was 61.4, a drop 
of 39.6 points in three years. 

The index numbers for clothing, 
fuel and rents -has also declined, 
and on the whole the change in the 
cost of living ig shown by a drop in 
the total index from 99.9 in 1929 to 


80.8 last month. 

Practically every item of food 
shows reductions, including meats, 
butter, milk, bread, sugar, coffee, 
and tea. Vinegar is a lone stand- 
out, showing little change. 


IRISH IN UNITED STATES

NEW YORK, Aug. 16—A resolu- 
tion calling for automobile parades 
in every important city of the Unit- 
ed States next Saturday to promote 
a boycott of British goods and 
British shipping and insurance com- 
panies was approved here today by 
the Irish Rece convention.
